That the primary responsibility 
of the student Is to bo a student, 
to learn to think, speak and write, 
and to sift the relevant from tlie 
irrelevant wa.s the main thouphl 
of Dr. Kugcno Korsey last niglit 
when he addressed a banquet gi- 
ven by tho City of .Montreal for 
tlio delegates to the NFCUS con- 
ference. \ v ^ - 

Dr. Forsey, who Is the Research 
Director of tlie Canadian Council 
of I.nbour and lecturer of Cons- 
titutional Law at Carleton Coll- 
ege, Ottawa, spoke on the sub^ 
Ject, "The Student's Responsib- 
ility in Contemporary Society". 

The speaker snld that the peo- 
ple who lend In a democracy must 
bo able to speak and write clearly 
in at least one language. "Tlie 
first duty of a university Is to 
make sure that Its students leave 
being able to speak and write 
the language properly." 

The speaker was introduced by 
Raghbir Un.si. president of 
NKCUS, and w.is thanked by Hob 
Sutherland, chairman uf the In- 
ternational Activities Commission. 

Other speakers at the banquet 
included Dean H.N. Flcldhouse, 
dean of the Faculty of .Arts and 
Science, who wolcoiiied the dele- 
gatei on beholf on I'riiiclpal 
Cyril James, who was unable to 
attend; Dr. Leon Lortle, repre- 
senting the .Mayor of .Montreal, 
and Dr. Howard Reld, of the In»- 
tilutc of Islamic Studies. 

Dr. Lortle brought' greetings 
from the .Mayor of Montreal, and 
spoke of the student's role In 
attaining the goiil of a Canadian 
Culture.

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Where Books Can Be Read In A Brighter Atmosphere 

Library Offers Many New Features

Books are the tools of knowledge and- the new Non-Circulating Collection in the 

undergraduate reading rooms gives tlie student much easier access to tlieir use than 
at any previous time in the Library's history. It is the purpose of this article to bring to 
the student, both freshman and upperclassman, a brief guide to the use of the new facil- 
ities of the Redpath Library. The Daily is indebted to aiiss Grace Hamlyn, Head of the 
Circulation Department, for her cooperation and assistance in the preparation of this article.

Louis, George, and Sin 



A few weeks ago, just before registra- 
tion and the final decision as to liow we 
were to pay this year'.-, fees, we Ijcgan to 
wonder what happened to the recommend- 
ations made by tiie Massey Commission on 
Arts, Letters and Science, We contacted 
Our Ottawa Informant (it scorns that just 
about everyone in Canada Iins one), who 
was quite anxious for us to understand 
the workings of Canadian government, 
and told us this little story to help us 
comprehend the intricacies of political 
. science: 

"Once upon a time, (i.c^,-just;_nbout a 
year ago) there were two civil serx-ant.'?, 
named Louis and George. Now, Louis had 
a big office in Ottawa, because he wr.s 
Prime minister, and used it to meet all 
sorts of delegations of people who wanted 
^things done for them. One day, a >ji"oup 
/''of particularly naive students visited liim 
on ^half of an organization-cnlled-NFCUS,- 
in order to ask him to implement the sug- 
gestions of tile ^lasscy Commission on 
Canadian Culture. 

î*'Louis was quite anxious to see them 
because, allliougli lie is vigorously ojipos- 
ed to sin, and in favour of all tilings good, 
he Jtnew that George (hit bitter foe):was 
even more opposed to sin and in favour 
of good things, and that the naive stu- 
dents would turn to George if they were 
denied a hearing by Louis. After tlie meet- 
ing, during which Ix)uis condemned sin 
most vigorously but promised nothing 
. (because lie is against promises on prin- 
ciple, as lie proved last August) , one of 
the more naive students told a reporter 
from tlie Ottawa Citizen lliat Dnii.s ]i;ul 
said he had'nt had cnougii time to think 
about Mr. Massey's suggestions. 

"The Citizen dutifully recorded this 
fact for its readers. 



"But when Louis read this statement, 
he became filled with indignation, and had 
one of his many assistants issue a foi-mal 
and official denial that the P.^I. had ever 
said anything so shocking. 

"The Citizen dutifully decordcd the 
correction for its readers. 

"Some time later, George, who is even 
more conscious of thinking, arose in the 
House of Commons, and asked Louis M'hat 
his government intended to do about the 
JIassey recommendations and the NFCUS 
delegation. Louis realized that this was 
the time to show Canada that he was 
more in favour of good things than Geor- 
ge, so he told the House that he con- 
sidered the Jlassey Report one of the most 
vital i)robIems in Canada today, and that 
lie was taking all of the responsability for 
thinking about it onto his own shoulders." 

At this point Our Informant stopped. 
We asiced him what was finally done. 

"Why, Louis and George are still think- 
ing about it," he snickered, anr an off 
to he.ir the carillon concert. 

This little series of episodes took place 
Ir.st year — the government expressed 
its concern but did not commit themselves, 
as usual. Canadians have seen" many Par- 
liamentary investigations in thé: last few 
years. Some, tliank God, were successful 
in having tlieir proposals adopted by the 
Government; others, like those on mono- 
lioly and health insurance, were obviously 
only meant to stall public opinion. Appa- 
rently the JIassey (Ilommission's purpose 
was the latter. 

Urifortuhately, we cannot be satisfied 
by reminders that for a whole year Louis 
has been thinking about it personally — 
and that George has been thinking even 
more.

Canadian students are sissies, or so it 
must appear to some olxservars. At their 
annual conference almost a quarter of 
their time is devoted to discussions on ex- 
emption from unonipioynicnt insurance, 
reductions in rail fares and text-book pri- 
ces and implementation of national schol- 
arships. What about other students who 
have no text books, can get no summer 
employment and have no schools, let alone 
scholarships? ]\lost of us arc content to 
smother ourselves in our egocentric coc- 
oons, uninterested in other people and 
annoyed when other people distmlj ii.s. 
But actually if we were honestly self- 
interested we would at least find out 
•whether other people intend to cut our 
throats tomorrow or will they just starve 
quietly in their own cocoons, like proper 
English gentlemen of slraigh^ned means? 
The brilliant and rapid expansion of 
world-wide cômmunications over the past 
century leaves us today witli the fact 
that each individual on this earth is the 
neighbour of every other individual. If 
our ne.^hbour phones up to warn us that 
our basement is on fire, we cannot blame 
him becjyise we don't lift the receiver. 
Tomorrow tliat neighbour will either be 
our brother or our landlord: whichever 
will be the case depends on, us today. 

Aside from the blissfully ignorant on-js 
there are the blissfully righteous fines 
within our ranks. These are the pnoplo 
who arc emotionally conscious of the 
"poor emaciated Mungalonians" tutked 
away down in Bongoland. Such people 
run "drives", "sales" and charity , raffles, 



and with the proceeds they send two as- 
pirin tablets to Aniritsar and thirty-four 
cough drops to iMandalay, or even several 
thousand cases of quinine. What they 
don't realize is that there's not much 
point in saving a man from the swamps 
and droughts when the minute he is cur- 
ed of malaria or cholera, he must retui'n 
to the very same swamps and mosquitoes. 
In other words, we are just as badly off 
rs if we had never bothered about the 
Mungalonians. Certainly the :\Iungalon- 
lana won't thank us — for what man, 
treated as a beggai-. ever cares to remem- 
ber who it was who gave him his last 
meal four days ago? Here, then, appears 
to be an impasse: one side of the world 
is sorry to hear that a few of its number 
are unwell — the other side is surprised 
when it meets the unique apparition of 
one completely healthy citizen. Yet it' 
seems that anything we can do is woe- 
fully inadequate. Perhaps we had better 
become blissfully reasonable. 

The most reasonable attempt to coun- 
ter-act the privations of the world's hap- 
less students is another one of these ob- 
scure organizations — W.U.S.. The World 
University Service, with headquarters in 
Ccr.cva, Switzerland, and a national HQ 
in Toronto. From experience, WUS has. 
come to see that it is better to build a 
hospital than to send a thousand students 
to sanatorias; it is better to send mi- 
meographing machines than to send text- 
books in the foreign English tongue; it 
is better to "help somebody to help him-

If, however, a student finds 
timl lie wants to take out a Re- 
serve book that he has been using 
In the Heading Room, ho asks 
for it by author and tltlo at the 
Keserve Section of the big Cir- 
culation Desk In Tyndale Mall. 
IJchlnd this desk are shelved cir- 
culating copies of reserves wlilch 
may bo borrowed for one or two 
days. 

Except for books on reserve 
for courses, and reference books 
such a\ encyclopedias and dic- 
tionaries which are to bo found 
In the undergraduate library and 
the Reference Department at tlic 
south end of the main floor, the 
main bulk of the Library's col- 
lection is shelved In the stacks 
which occupy the two lower floors 
of the new hiilldtng and the five 
stacks of the old building. The 
location of the stacks can bo teen 
on the accompanying plans. As a 
GL-ncral rule stack permits, wlilch 
piMmlt tho holder to enter the 
stacks jiorsonally to obtain books, 
lire tssiicd only to graduates and 
faculty. An undergraduate who 
wishes to obtain a book from the 
■stacks consults the catalogue, fills 
in a call slip for tho book desir- 
ed and tlien applies to tho desk 
v.-liero tlwj librarian will send for 
it. In order to use tho special col- 
lections such as the Blacker Li- 
brary of Zoology or the Black- 
udcr Library of Architecture ar- 
rangements must be made with 
the librarian in charge of thcso 
collections. '

self" tlian lo make him the recipient of 
a orie-.si(Io(l clmrity. With an internatlon.il 
organization it is possible to direct the 
"drops in the bucltet" towards tlic most 
needed and. practical ends. For example, 
at present we can déchire tliat American 
students are sending' money lo Finnish 
students who are buying, wholesale, pre- 
fabricated hoii.ses for Israeli students, who 
in tui-n are setting the houses up. Due 
lo the tremendous post-war influx of po- 
pulation in Israel, residences are too ex- 
Iiorbitant for all but the wealthiest stu- 
dents: WUS has seen the need and yet 
retained the self-dignity of the Israelis 
by enlisting their aid in their own inter- 
ests. We *might cite other accomplish- 
ments now afoot in Cairo, I^Iadras or 
Jakarta, we might cite thousands of ex- 
amples which ..ought to be afoot from 
Suez to Seoul. If we who have old age 
pensions ignore those whose life expect- 
ancy is possibly twenty-five years, we 
must not be surprised if the latter join
